The Crisis Is a Serioug One. 

The crisis which confronts the state 
is indeed a more serious on than the 
public has been led so far to believe, 
much as has been said on the subject 
lately in the press. The funds in 
the hands of the state treasurer are 
practically exhausted; only compara- 
tively small amounts can come in to 
supplement them before the ad val-

Discovered While Robbing a

Macon, Ga., July 27.—After an all 
day’s search for a negro burglar, who 
last midnight shot down J. F. Ham- 
mock, a mer@hant of Dunbar, 15 miles 
south of here, tonight cap- 
tured the negro in a swamp at Wells- 
ton and after taking him back to 
Dunbar, strung him’ to a pole in the 
heart of a negro settlement and rid- 
dled his body with bullets.

Hammock was brought to this 

and lies in a eritical condition 
at the Williams sanitarium, suffer- 
ing from egun shot’ wounds in his 
wrist and breast. 

Mr. Hammock heard a noise in his 
store Saturday at midnight a‘nd leav- 
ing his house, nearby, investigated. He 
saw a man working Inside and com- 
manded him to come out. 

The negro loaded a shotgun in¢ide 
the store and came fort shooting 
two charges into the body of Mr. 
Hammock. The merchant fell to the 
ground. He recognized the negro. 

Persons rushing to the scene at- 
tracted by the shooting, were given 
a description of the burglar and start- 
ed at once on the hunt. The posse 
gained in size until tonight when the 
capture was made there were more 
than a hundred in the party. The 
pursuers had been led into Houston 
county by blood hounds that were 
placed on the track. Not far from 
Wellston, some fifteen miles from the 
scene of the crime, the dogs came toa 
halt at the water’s edge of a swamp. 

Members of the posse walked into 
the water with their drawn revolvers. 
There in water nearly up to the ne- 
gro’s neck they found him. 

The negro was dragged from the 
swamp, placed in one of the automo- 
biles used by pursuers and taken to 
Dunbar, where the lynching occurred. 
Several hundred shots were fired into 
the body of the negro. 

The negro’s name was John Shake, 
about 50 years old, who, according to 
Dunbar people, has caused much trou- 
ble in the past, and it is said has been 
caught in the act of attempting to 
break into this same store before.

LAWYERS BELIEVE JURY 
WILL BE NAMED IN DAY 


Legal Representatives Take 
Good Rest on Sunday in 
Preparation for Struggle 


That Begins Today. 


After weeks of preparation by some 
of the most skilled legal minds in the 
state and after every point in the 
affair that has been made public has 
been discussed and threshed out by 
thousands. of citizens, the case of the 
state v. Leo M. Frank, charged ‘with 
the murder of little Mary Phagan, will 
be called at 9 o’clock today. 

Event after event has followed in 
rapid succession since the morning of 
April 27, when Atlanta arose to wend 
its way to church and read of the 
finding by police of the little girl’s 
dead body in the basement ,of the 
National Pencil company, on South 
Forsyth street. Newt Lee, the negro 
night watchman, who called the police, 
was arrested, and is still held. J. M. 
Gantt and Arthur Mullinax, two white 
employees, were .then arrested, and 
afterwards freed. Then the young fac- 
tory superintendent was taken into 
custody. 

Then Conley’s Affidavit. 

Then came the arrest of James Con- 
ley, negro sweeper, who stayed in jail 
apparently unheeded until he burst 
forth with his sensational affidavits 
against the superintendent. } 

Frank was bound over by the coro- 
ner’s jury on May 8, and Lee was 
bound over with him. On May 24 the 
grand jury indicted the white man, 
but took no steps in regard to the 
negro, against whom the solicitor later 
declared he had no case. 

Although the case is to be called 
today upon the time agreed upon early 
in June by attorneys for both sides, 
when {it was postponed In open court 
from June 30, the attorneys for the 
defense will make no statement to set 
at rest the persistent rumor that they 
will ask for a continuance. The state, 
however, which has announced ready 
all along, is still ready and anxious 
to go to trial, according to the solici- 
tor. 

Judge L. S. Roan, who is to try the 
case, announced Sunday tn response to 
a query that he felt very well, and 
believed that he had recovered from 
his slight illness of the past week. He 
stated that he .expected to eall the 
case Monday morning. 

Should Frank leave the tower for 
the first time since May 8 and appear 
ready for trial in court today when 
his case is called, it is expected that 
the task that will take up the greater 
part of the day will be the selection 
of a jury. 

Concentrate on Jury. 

To a proper selection of the jury 
lawyers on both sides have strained 
every effort since Thursday, when the 
panels containing 144 names were 
drawn. Every bit of history and 
every point that could be gathered 
about the men on the venire list hag 
been learned. 

The state has called in assistants for 

this, and has been assisted by several 
experts. The defense has been at the 
same. thine. 
Among Atlanta attorneys who have 
discussed the matter it has been sug- 
gested that it might be impossible to 
secure a jury in this county, as so 
many men either oppose capital pun- 
ishment, or have formed a conclusion 
already in regard to the crime. It is 
Known that both the lawyers for the 
defense and for the state believe that 
they will have little trouble in this 
regard, and that the jury will -be pick- 
ed in about a day. 

Either side might, upon suffictent 
showing, securé a change of venue, 
which would allow the case to be 
tried in another county, where it would 
be easier to get jurors who have not 
formed an opinion previously. 

Atlantans who have been kept feuess- 
ing since the investigation started 
will see unfolded in the next week or 
so, if the case is tried, the importance 
of the various affidavits and of the 
testimony of the witnesses, many of 
whom afe said to conflict. 

What importance will be given to 
the Mincey affidavit which, !f believed, 
would totally destroy the case against 
Frank and would name Conley as the 
murderer, is a matter that will soon 
be known. At present, while it is 
known that the defense has this aff- 
davit, it is not Known how strongly 
they depend upon it. 

Investigating Mincey. 

That the state will make a Hercu- 
lean effort to break it down and to 
prove that Mincey is not to be be- 
lieved, should the affidavit be brought 
up, is already known, and it is said 
that Solicitor Hugh M. Dorsey has 
spent much time in investigating w. 
H. Mincey’s life and history with this 
end in view. 

The question of Conley’s affidavit 
and the weight and importance to be 
attached to it will also be taken up. 
Should that be believed the state would 
have as complete a case against Frank 
as it would have none should the 
Mincey affidavit “be accepted by the 
jurors. 

A thousand other points are expected 
to come up, and it is freely predicted 
that both sides will introduce wit- 
nesses and evidence which has hitherto 
remained a complete secret and 
which the public and the other side 
will have no inkling until its actual 
introduction. 

“Nothing new,” was the comment of 
both sides Sunday afternoon. Attor- 
neys for both Frank and the state 
were apparently taking life easy and 


resting for the beginning of the strug- 


{gle today. 
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STATE SHOULD NOT ONLY 
TEACH HONESTY, BUT SET 
EXAMPLE, SAYS GOVERNOR 


That honesty is the first lesson 
which a state should teach her chil- 
dren and that she cannot teach this 
lesson successfully without first ob- 
serving it herself, is the text of an 
able and courageous statement which 
Governor John M. Slaton gave.to The 
Constitution yesterday. 

In language that should be clear to 
all the governor declares that tax re- 
form does not mean an increase of tax 
burdens. It only means that the bur- 
dens shall be distributed equally so 
that each shall bear his just share. 
The only people who can have a fear 
of tax equalization are those who aré 
shirking their share of the burdens 
under the present system. 

Invisible Property. 

Stress is laid upon the importance 
of getting at the invisible property 
and putting on the tax books thaat 
which does not appear now. 

Above all the governor urges that 
the legislature take care that suffi- 
client revenue is provided to meet the 
appropriations made. He regards it 
as almost incredible that the legisla- 
ture should instruct the governor to 
sign warrants for money which has 
not. been provided, particularly in view 
of the fact that the state will have to 
place her bonds on the market next 
year. 

The text of the governor’s strong 
statement is as follows: 

Governor's Statement. 

Judge John C. Hart, former attorney 
general, was a member of the state 
board of education. When the choice 
of text books cameé before that body 
Judge Hart said that he had only one 
suggestion ## make as to the books, 
which was that. “the children in the 
first vear should be taught ‘Thou shalt 
not lie:’ the children in the second 
year should be taught ‘Thou shalt not 
steal;’ in the third year they should 
be required to review the lessons 
of the two preceding years.” 

Liberally interpreted this means 
that the character of the children was 
to be put above the attainment of 
knowledg®. 

I agree with the spirit of this state- 
ment of the distinguished ex-attorney 
general in that the primary respons!i- 
bility is upon the state to set an ex- 
ample to its citizens of faithful ful- 
fillment of obligation and compliance 
with its contracts. It would be bet- 
ter for the children of Georgia to 
learn this lesson and be ignorant, 
rather than to learn all of the con- 
tents of the books without it. 


It is incredible that the legisla- 
ture will instruce the governor to sign 
Warrants. for money which has not 
been provided. 

When Georgia 
bonds she must, like every business 
man, make a statement and it will 
not appear well if she admits that 
She has appropriated in: excess of her 
revenue and ts continuine to do so, 
and that she has declined to make 
provision for meeting her obligations. 

The appropriate legislative commit- 
tee has favorably .reported bills 
for an inheritance tax, for an increage 
occupation tax of corporations and 
for the equalization of taxes, both 
on visible property and on invisible 
property in the shape of bonds, notes 
and accounts. 

Will Deal Fairly With AIl. 

Those who fear that tax reform 
will augment their tax burdens 
Should bear in mind that it will aug- 
ment those only of the people who 
are bearing less than their shara, 
and will inevitably trend to lighten 
the burdens of those—-who constitute 
the bulk of our citizenship—who have 
been dealing fairly with the state. 

The reform will aim first at plac- 
ing on the tax books the large amount 
of property not returned. The bulk 
of such property comes within the 
Classification known as Invisible. 

There may be excuse for the citizen 
who pays taxes on his realty at a too 
low valuation; tn his favor it can be 
said that the property in question 
bears some of the burden. There ‘s 
no excuse for the citizen who refuses 
to return property of an invisible na- 
ture, which enjoys, as much as does 
farm lands and city lots, the protec-_. 
tion of government: in his case the; 
property bears none of the burden. 

The neople of Georgia are essential- 
ly a good people, who favor the limit 
of expenditures to income, and where 
they desire money to™be expended 
they are willing to pay it—each citi- 
zen assuming his proportionate bur- 
den. ‘ 

The legislators are rood men repre- 
semting Georgia constituency and they 
will meet the responsibility in a way 
that will especially renew confidence 
in the virtue and efficiency of repre- 
sentative government. 

They, I am sure, will set a stand- 
ard of moral. rectitude for the state,

Uncle Sam Orders Mexico 


To Make Speedy Redress 
For Shooting of Dixon

MEXICANS FORCED 
TOFREE AMERIGAN 
WHOM THEY SHOT 


Immigration Inspector Dixon, 
Wounded Saturday in Jua- 
rez, Has Been Delivered to 
United States Authorities. 


MEXICANS THREATENED 
BY AMERICAN CONSUL 


in the Shooting of Dixon 
Have Been Arrested by the 


Huerta Authorities. 


El.Paso, Texas, July 27.—Charles B. 
Dixon, Jr., the United States immigra- 
tion inspector, who was shot in Juarez 
Saturday by Mexican soldiers, was re- 
leased from the Juarez hospital and 
brought to El Paso today after Amer- 
ican Consul T. D. Edwards had made a 
demand for his release and for the 
arrest of the men who shot him. 

Mexican Consul Miranda and Guil- 
lermo Porras, former. secretary of 
state.of Chihuahua, also interceded for 
the release of Dixon, after conference 
with the United States officials, who 
represented to the Mexicans the grave 
impression that had been produced in 
Washington by the news of the shoot- 
ing of the inspector. 

The demand of Consul Edwards was 
in vigorous language. First telling 
the Mexican authorities that Dixon 
must be delivered up to his friends and 
permitted to be brought to El Paso 
without delay, the consul said relative 
to reparation: 

“T do not merely request the arrest 
of these men, but in the name of the 
United States government, which I 
have the honor to represent, I de- 
mand their arrest and their trial and 
punishment. for this crime. My gov- 


ernment will hold the military author- | 


ities of Juarez personally responsible 
for failure to obey this command.” 
Negro and Soldiers Arrested. 

Arthur Walker, the negro whom Dix- 
on was investigating when he was ar- 
rested, and the soldiers who made the 
arrest immediately were placed in jail, 
according to the report of Colonel Cas- 
tro, commanding the Jaurez garrison, 
to E. W. Berkshire, supervising in- 
spector of immigration for the United 
States on the Mexican border. 

Dixon was released to Mr. Berkshire 
and brought to El Paso to a hospital. 
His physicians believe he will recover. 

Mr. Berkshire said tonight he made 
no demands on the Mexican officials, 
but had reported to his superiors the 
facts concerning the arrest of himself 
and Inspector Clarence Gatley, when 
they went to Juarez Saturday follow- 
ing the shooting of Dixon. 

Mr. Berkshire said that from 
he had learned, the negro Walker, 
when he learned that Dixon was in 
Juarez investigating a White slave case 
in which Walker had been implicated, 
informed the Mexican officials that 
Dixon was there with a bottle of chlo- 
roform, ready to chloroform and kid- 
nap him. 

It is said the negro then bought 
drinks for the soldiers who were to 
make the arrest. 

Target of Many Bullets. 

When the Mexican soldiers had ap- 
prehended Dixon, they marched him 
to the subur of the city instead of 
to the military barracks or city hall. 
This, according to Dixon’s statement, 
reiterated tonight, led him to suspect 
that he was going to be executed. 

As a matter of self-preservation, he 
declared, he fled and became the tar- 
get of many bullets, only one of which 
took effect, striking him in the back 
and penetrating his body. Another 
bullet struck his shoe. 

Wounded, he was taken to the Juarez 
hospital by his captors, and there, un- 
der a military guard of three soldiers, 
he was kept from Saturday afternoon 
until late today, when he was removed 
to El Paso. The Mexicans refused even 
to allow the blood-soaked clothing to 
be removed, although they did permit 
Dr. Tappan, of the immigration office, 
to cut the clothing and treat the 
wound Saturday afternoon.

ment accorded Dixon has strained re- 
lations in this city between Americans 
and Mexicans as has no other incident 
attendant upon the present revolution. 
The Mexican officials of Juarez, both 
municipal and military, however, re- 
fused to make any statement concern- 
ing the course of action taken by them 
after it became known that Dixon had 
been seriously wounded by federal sol- 
diers. It is persistently rumored here

Growing Roses for Protit. 
(From an Exchange.) 

Roses, though generally admired as the 
most beautiful flower, are not universally 
recognized as the profitable article of com- 
meree that they really are. 2 

Trade roses are grown in various parts 
of Europe, but chiefly at Grasse, in 
France, and Kasanilk, in Bulgarta, Where 
great stretches of rose gardens provide the 
chief supply of roses for the markets of 
the world. The highly cultivated roses are 
useless for commercial purposes, and both 
at Grasse and Kasanlik it is the cabbage 
rose that is chiefly grown—‘“the rose of a 
hundred petals,” as they call it in southern 
France. 

The Grasse roses are used chiefly for 
pomades, soaps, rose water and such com- 
modities, and the demand made by the manu- 
facturers of such on.the rose growers of 
Grasse can be partly gauged from-the fact 
that more than 2,500,000 pounds of roses 
are annually gatheréd in the district. 

Essence, or, aS it is called, attar of roses, 
is rarely made in France, on account of the 
expense of production, but nearly all the 
Bulgarian roses are used for this purpose. j 


For a number of years we have heard 
repeatedly of an organization of secret 
criminals, which is made up almost entirely 
of persons belonging to the Italian nation- 
ality, and yet there is absolutely nothing 
known of the real object, Organization or 
workings of such societies, as they are con- 
ducted with such great secrecy. They are 
Zenerally termed Mafia, Camorra, and in the 
United States the Black Hand. But is there 
indeed a\ Mafia? If so, what are its meth- 
ods and who constitute its members? 

The organizations named seem to stand 
very much for the same thing. These se+ 
eret Italian criminal organizations, which 
for a long time seemed to thrive in Italy 
and Sicily, within the last twenty years have 
found a haven in this country, and every 
now and then they are heard from by some 
brutal deed that they have committed. 

Very little is known of any of these 
Societies, even of the Camorra, which has 
probably been the most carefully studied 
of the three. It is supposed that this or- 
Zanization is a number of centuries old, for 
as far back as the middle of the sixteenth 
céntury there are records of its workings 
in Italy. The Camorra was active in the 
Service of the Bourbon kings of the two 
Sicilies, as spies and informers, and through 
its efforts hundreds of innocent people were 
done to death on the charge of conspiring 
against the government. 

In 1900 the Italian government made an 
effort to exterminate the arganization, but 
under the dignified name of the Honorable 
Reform Society it was reorganized and be- 
came more powerful than ever before. 

The Mafia, on the other hand. does not 
seem to have existed prior to 1860. It was 
originally a patriotic society, founded prob- 
ably on the model of the Camorra and with 
a view to combat that society with its 
own weapons of secrecy and terror. But it 
quickly seems to have degenerated into a 
brigade of cut-throats and assassins. Today 
it is practically indistinguishable from the 
Camorra, with which it is believed to bp 
either amalgamated or united by close ties. 

The Camorra operates in Naples, south- 
ern Italy and eastern Sicily, while the Mafia 
flourishes. in western Sicily and its head- 
quarters are in the city of Palermo. In the 
United States the organizations have an 
existence in cities which have large Italian 
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The World’s Mysteries

populations. The better class of Itallans 
in these cities, who are growing in wealth 
and influenee, are the means of checking 
these organizations of their rougher ele- 
ment, until today they are of very little im- 
portance or a menace. 

Whatever the Camorra, the Mafia and the 
Black Hand may be in Italy—and it would 
appear that there is a compact organization 
in each of these evil societies—in this coun- 
try the fraternities are very loosely knit to- 
Sether by ties of friendship, mutual] interest 
and'a common opposition to the forces of 
law and order. 

The Mafia is distinct from other organi- 
zations in that it has no pass words, no 
meetings, no initiations, no elections and 
ho promotions When an Italian, whose 
record has hitherto been good, com- 
mits some offense azainst the law, there are 
always men at hand to take up his cause. 
If he a: cepts their aid he becomes a’ Mafioso. 
He is bound by the tie of gratitude to their 
Service. Some day he will be reminded of 
the debt. Then he must do what he is bid. 

The Mafia has a System of terrorism 
founded on fraternity which would not exist 
Save for the peculiar character of the south 
Italian mind Suspicion of the government, 
intensely proud, reserved and jealous of his 
independence, the Italian of the Neapolitan 
provinces, Calabria and Sicily, is instine- 
tively an enemy of the police. His difficul- 
tleSs are adjusted by the Capo-Camorrista, 
or the Chief Mafioso, rather than by re- 
course to the courts of justice. 

The moment an _ Italian becomes sufft- 
ciently Americanized to appeal to the police 
for protection, the influence of the Mafia, so 
far as he is concerned, at an end. The 
Mafia know that the police will protect that 
individual, and that if anything happens 
him, suspicion will first be directed to 
and as its leaders are generally known 
the police and detective departments, 
when there is no definite criminal 
probably against them, they realize 
any contest with the authorities 
come off vanquished.

Negro Blash Admits He Gave 
False Testimony. 


Dublin, Ga., July 27.—(Special.)— 
A big surprise was sprung in the 
Lynn case here when Raymond Blash, 
a negro, one of the most impor- 
tant witnésses for the prosecution, 
was arrested and lodged in jail on the 
of perjury, and will be tried 
at the term of court which 
convenes here Monday.

He stuck to the 
story all the way through and his tes- 
timonv was one of the strongest links 
of the chain of evidence introduced 
by the prosecution. Since the trial, 
however, Blash has stated several 
times that what he swore was not 
true.

| As Dr..H. M. DuBose Sees It 


| Among Methodist ministers of At- 
' lanta one of the chief topics. of in- 
terest last week was the sermon of 
‘Dr. J. B. Robins, of Trinity church, 
preached Sunday a week ago, and re- 
| ported in last Monday’s Constitution, 
in which hg expressed his belief in 
| new thoughts and ideals and gave 
| utgerance to the striking statement 
that “the heretic of today is the 
ranted of tomorrow.” 
Several ministers expressea criti- 
cism of the pastor of Trinity for his 
utterances and declared that aS a 
| Methodist minister under the authori- 
ty of -the bishops of his church he 
should not have given vent to such 
expressions. Bishop Warren A. Cand- 
ler and Presiding Elder W.: P. Love- 
joy both declined to express them- 
selves. They gave ‘the impression that 
in view of their offices in the church 
they, did not think they could afford 
_to take up individually the question of 
| discussing Dr. Robins’ views: 

Dr. H. M. DuBose, pastor of the 
First church and one of the leading 
men among the Methodist ministers 
of the North Georgia conference, when 
asked his opinion of the subject ex- 
pressed, took a decidedly § different 
stand from that:'of Dr. Robins. Dr. 
' DuBose in the course of the interview 
, addressed himself to the subject and 
not to the man.whose recent utter- 
ances provoked the discussion. 

Views of Dr. DuBose. 

Dr. DuBose’s thoughts on the sub- 
ject are as follows: | 

“Having been asked to express a 
judgment on: what is being said in dis- 
praise of loyalty to old ideals in re- 
ligion and the apprgaisement of heresy 
| in general, I enter it as my -mature 
conviction that of all the~so-called 
‘Nberal,’ ‘advanced’ or ‘new thoug..’ 
of the day there is little of it that ts 
worthy of a serious criticism or sug- 
gestive of a profitable comment. For 
the most part this alleged ‘liberalism’ 
is very illiberal hypercriticism, or 
else meaningless talk, begun without 
premise and reasoned to a sequence 
thin air. Likewlse the ‘advanced’ 
‘new thought’ set forth with 
show window skill and dilfgence are, 
for the most part, oveér-worn and be- 
lated sophistris—fustian from the 
looms of long ago discounted critics. 
: “New intellectual life there is and 
‘new ideas per force of that life, but 
the new life and thought are the true 

fruiting of old ideals, old doctrines, 
, Old faith. Truth is so old that it is 
‘eternal, so it is not. truth that 
| changes and becomes new, but it is 
ourselves that must firmer and 
deeper hold on truth, and this hold 
is not to be secured so much through 
great thinking (the fewest men are 
capable of that) as

faith, great’ awakening of. conscience 
and great spiritual experiences. The 
supreme test of life is goodness and 
loyalty to truth as written @nd con- 
stituted in the revelation and com- 
mandments of God. If the men who 
talk so much of the ‘new thought’ and 
the self sufficiency of ‘heretic’ lead- 
ers made their appeal to natural re- 
ligien and its oracles their case would 
be clear at least as regards their 
premises and authority, but now they 
appeal to Christ and to His word and 
allege deductions therefrom that put 
reason and logic to shame. 

“The men who teach Christianity 
must have respect to Christianity’s | 
book 4nd its doctrines, settled once! 
and forever in.an authority which 
cannot be questioned so long. as one 
stands upon’ the Christian platform. 
If he is minded to throw off. that au- 
thority and mark out a path for him- 
self he has a wide choice 
of ‘ideals’ ‘old’ enough or ‘new’ 
enough to satisfy a great diversity of 
tastes. 


Overworked Harlequinry. 


“As to the role of the heretic, there 
is no more overworked harlequinry 
in all the world. There is nothing 
cheaper, there ts nothing easier. It ts 
a business’ which is carried on with 
small capital. It requires trained 
thinking and a vigilant ethical sense 
to be a. Jeader into the realms of 
truth and@ spiritual obligation, but 
any pretenger ean deal in eatin ld 
platitudes, in theological agaries 
and insinuations against the good 
faith-and teachings of the churches. 

“The. heretic Wworshipeags of today 
would lUkely exhibit the names of 
Luther, Knox, Cranmer, Wesley, Armi- 
nius and their like in the@ sy and 
Galileo, Bruno, Copernicus’ and their 
like in .science as types 
heretics.

RO TR Fuly 27.—Sylvia Pankhurst, 
the militant suffragette, who was out 
on license.under the “cat and mouse 
laa,” was the leader*of a suffragette 
demonstration today which surpassed. 
all previous Sunday afternoon affairs 
of the sort. During the rioting which 
followed,- Miss Pankhurst was re-. 
arrested and taken to Holloway: jail. 

The meeting, held in Trafalgar 
square by the Men’s Federation for 
Woman's Suffrage and the East. End 
branch of the Women’s Social and Po- 
litical union, had been announced in 
advance, and this fact and also a 
rumor that charge upon Premier As- 
quith’s rpsidence with resolutions was 
planned, brought enormous crowds 
into the square. 

“On to Downing street” was the 
watchword, and but for vigorous work 
by the mobilized police, who arrested 
Miss Pankhurst and twenty men and 
women. supporters, there would have 
been window-smashing and perhaps 
worse damage at the premier’s hous:3. 

Band Played Marseillaise. 

The procession of men and women 
marched from Whitechapel to Trafal- 
gar square, with constantly growing 
crowds following. 

It entered the square with the band 
playing the Marseillaise, and planted 
banners on the plinth of the Nelson 
column. Miss Pankhurst made a dra- 
matic appearance from among the 
crowd, and was dragged to the plinth 
amid great cheering. When the 
demonstration had stbsided she mad3 
an impassioned speech. ' 

“The time for speaking is over,” she 
said. ‘Deeds, not words, are wanted. 
Let us all go to Downing street.” 

She eoncluded by saying she was 
going to defy, the authorities and carry 
resolutions to the premier’s residence 
herself. A roar of approval. greeted 
this announcement, and in an instant 
Miss Pankhurst, with a bundle of 
papers in her hand, was swept off the 
plinth by the mob, and the square was 
a sea of excited and struggling peo- 
ple. 

Miss Pankhurst Taken After Fight. 

The huge crowd, Miss Pankhurst 
leading, moved down Whitehall toward 
Downing street. <A platoon of police 
which had come at double-quick from 


Scotland Yard, formed a cordon across 


the road, which was effectively aided 
by a blockade of wheeled convey- 
ances. Mounted police rode into the 
crowd, scattering ft and driving the 
people down various street, while offi- 
cers in plain clothes got possession ‘ 
of Miss Pankhurst after.a fist. fight: 
with her body guard of East End | 
youths. 

" ‘The mounted men cleared a way for 
the prisoner to a cab. Miss Pankhurst 
was driven to Holloway jail to serve 


the remainder of her sentence, ’or stay'| 


until she is again released through aj} 
hunger strike. In the station house} 
she struggled desperately with the offi- 
cers, and smashed a window. 

After Miss Pankhurst had been 
taken into custody two women were 
arrested for throwing stones at Mr, 
Asquith’s windows. During the riot- 
ing several policemen were badly tn- 
jured. 

There were riotous” scenes tonight’ 
at the Marble Arch end of Hyde Park, 
where several suffragette meetings 
were held. One speaker, after a heat: 
ed argument with a man, who was 
heckling her. struck him. This inci- 
dent led the mob to rush upon the 
platform and the police were compellen 
to interfere to protect the women. All 
the meetings were broken up. 


Co-operation in Rural Play. 


(From The Springfield Républican,) 

The Amenia field day, inaugurated 
in 1910 at Amenia, Dutchess county, 
New. York, is an experjment in rural 
‘co-operative recreation.” It is part 
of a nation-wide effort to add to the 
social attractiveness of country life 
on the principle that “you have got to 
make the country as attractive social- 
ly as the city, if you want to kéep the 
young folks on the farms.” 

One day a year the people of Armenia 
invite the whole countryside to a free 
day of wholesome recreation, witheut 
gambling, fakers, vulgar sideshows or 
any of the other objectionable features 
of commercialized amusement. Ad- 
minission is free, and the celebration 
has the.support of the whole commu- 
nity. 

Dean Bailey, of Cornell university, 
said in 1910: “I regard the Amenia 
experiment as a very significant move- 
ment,” and two years later he wrote, 
“IT have followed in a general way 
the community effort at Amenia. I 
am glad to see a movement like this 
carried on with’ intelligence and fore- 
sight.”

A measure which. has received the 
indorsement..of the local’ chamber of 
commerce as well as the state medi- 
cal association, that will come up for 
final cdmmittee action before the com- 
mittee oh hygiene and sanitation of 
the house today, is the .vital stafistics 
bill of Representative Allen, of Jack-

Some opposition has developed to the 
bill in’ the committee chiefly because 
there is a difference of opinion as to 
whether the appointment of the state 
statistician should be with ‘the gov- 
ernor or with the state board of health: 

Representative Ellis, of Tift, at the 
hearing last week protested tliat the 
main purpose of the measure was to 
give one man a job/ This was, of 
course, strenuously denied by the ad- 
vocates of the bill. 

Differas to Appointment. 

The truth is that the appointment 
of the statistician, whether by the 
governor or by the board of health, is 
a minor detail, ~wtfich should not be 
allowed, those who favor the keeping 
of accurate records of vital and health 
statistics say, to prejudice the. commit- 
tee against the DbilL 

The author of the bill. tt is said, is 
willing to concede the appointment of 
the statistician to the board of health, 


favorable report on the bill. Georgtla 
is one of the very few states in the. 
union which is now without a vital 
Statistics law, and the lack, of one is 
a continual source of embarrassment 
to those who are asked by outsiders 
to give figures as to the birth and 
death rate and the general health con- 
ditions of the state. 

Urged by Washington Officials, 

The chief statistician of the census 
bureau at Washington has repeatedly 
urged upon Georgia medical authori- 
ties the importance of the enactment 
of a vital statistics law. 

There are those who believe that 
better results can be obtgined by the 
appointment of a statistician ‘by the 
governor than by the board of health. 
and some of fhe friends of the bill 
will make a hard fight for. the re- 
tention of that feature.
